BANKS TAKE 
U.S. SILVER 


ore oy 
Financia! Institutions Collect Silver 
for Shipment to United States 


According to a circular re- 
ceived by the managers of most 
of the banks in the city yester- 
day, the Bankers’ Association of 
Canada and the Deminion gov- 
erment have completed an §ar- 
rangement by which the country 
is to be rid of American silver 
and brand new Canadian coin, 
shining from the mint, will be 
substituted. 


It has heretofore been the cus- 
tom of all banks in the west and 
northwest to discount American 
silver to a greater or less extent, 
and in some towns, Edmonton, 
being one of them, the discount 
was as high as twenty per cent. 
The silver, of course, never paid 
this discount, and the effect of the 
levying of the discount was that 
the American silver continued to 
float among the merchants of the 
town where it was taken at par 
and the Canadian silver, which 
was taken at par by the banks, 
was gradually displaced by be- 
ing withdrawn, until today over 
one-half of the silver currency of 
Edmonton, and in fact every 
other western Canadian town, is 
American. 


According to the arrangement 
made between the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, all the chartered banks 
will take merican silver at par, 
and insteaAd of trying to keep it 
out of their vaults, as heretofore, 
will endeavor to gather it in. As 
fast as the coin comes into the 
banks it will be shipped to the 
Bank of Montreal in New York, 
which will act as agent for the 
government in turning the Am- 
erican silver over to the United 
States treasury. As soon as the 
local banks are advised that the 
silver has been received in New 
York, they are empowered  ac- 
cording te the agreement to draw 
on the Dominion treasury for an 
equal amount of Canadian_sil- 
ver, which will be shiped direct 
from the treasury department. 
Express both ways will be paid 
by the Dominion government.

Alberta or Saskatchewan is: each five 
times as large as the State of New 
York; as Ontario is larger than the 
States of Maine, New Hampshire, Penn- 
sylvania, South Carolina, Florida and 


Ohio combined, and larger than Great 
Britain and Ireland by 100,000 square 
miles, as British Columbia and Quebec 
are larger still. This is not my own 
calculation. It is the calculation of a 
New York newspaper ' looking 
with envious eyes on the North, and it 
was a New York paper that said in 
September last:—“‘The old ‘figure ised 
to be of America as a bounteous loaf- 
giver feeding the world. That pic:ure 
of her is fading before our eyes. A 
great change has come. It is not alone 
that the tide of production slackens, it 
is that consumption grows even more 
rapidly. It is not wholly due to a 
smallish yield that we export “more 
fruits to Great Britain than of wheat 
to.all the world last year, we shipped 
more value of cotton cloth than of 
flour.’ 

Fifteen years ago when: I crossed 
British North America te the Pacific. 
Edmonton had a -popujation of about 
360 people, today there is a population 
of between thirteen and fourteen thou- 
sand. It is far up in what was once 
thought an artic land, a frost-bitten re- 
gion. impossible to settlers and to cul- 
tivation. There was no railway then. 
Today a branch of ‘the Canadian’ Pa- 
cific connects it with Calgary and runs 
through a region ranking in fertility 
and beauty with some of the counties 
of England. It was on this line that I 
saw wheat grown near Red Reer, at 
de bushels to the acre. The country 
looks both civilized and settled. There 
are public buildings at Edmonton 
worthy of a great provincial city of 
England. There are six banks, two 
daily newspapers, the Hudson’s Bay

800 dollars a foot.- In the scuth 
of the new province is Calgary a rail- 
way junction, a manufacturing town 
with electric railways and a thriving. 
pushing population; while further 
south still is a country whera win-! 
ter only begins in December, and lasts 
oniy six weeks, and where settlers arc 
crowding in to take up land in that 
dry, salubrious climate. The Canadian 
Pacific railway has projected and is 
carrying out a great irrigation scheme 
in Alberta; but if the latest experi- 
ments in agriculture, which promises 
become 
general in alll that vast territory 
which was partly condemned in a late 
Blue-book published by the British 
Board of Trade, an irrigation scheme 
will not be indispensible to the develop- 
ment of the country. Three years ago 
83.000 bushels of fall wheat were 
grown in Southern Alberta; 2.000.909 
bushels were produced in 1905. It will 
be given over to the production of fall 
wheat. Already, however, 150 miles of 
irrigated lands in Southern Alberta 
have attracted a great number of 
American settlers, and a settlement of 
Mormons has solved the problem of the 
growth of beetroot and the manufac- 
ture of beet-root sugar. 

“Edmonton, once the Ultima Thule, is 
now only the gateway to what may-be- 
come a greaternorththan its own, for 
the Peace River and the Athabasca 
country and Alberta itself are warmed 
by the Chincok winds, and have not the 
hard winter climate of Manitoba. Five 
hundred miles -beyond Edmonton = at 
Fort Vermilion, there is a flour mill 
built by the Hudson’s Bay Company 
in a district where fruits and - many 
kinds of grain grow freely, with a 
longer day, if, however, a shorter sum-~ 
mer than is found further south. But 
for Edmonton, it is. destined to be a 
great city—An entrepot for the North, 
which will distribute for China and 
Japan on the one side and for Hngland 
on the other, wheat for their needs. 
Today it does a business of £200,000 a 
year in furs alone. I know of no more 


beautiful site for a city than the towns 
of Edmonton and Strathcona on either 
side of the great Saskatchewan river. 
destined to become one great city. Eng- 
lish capital has its opportunity there 
there also. There is no reason why 
the Americans should reap the reward 
of increased values which will come 
when the Grand Trunk Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern have, by providing 
facilities for transportation, helped to 
make Edmonton anodiher Toronto.

On Wednesday evening of last week 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was tendered a 
banquet in Toronto by the Reform par- 
ty of Ontario. The banquet, which was 
held in Massey Hall, was attended by

i from all portions of the Province and 
wis uncuesiionably the greatest event 
of the kind in the history of Canada.

Sir, 
it is that the distribution of power 
between the Federal Parliament and 
the Provincial Legislature—since you 
will not accept the word Parliament 
for a Legislature—is it that in the dis- 
tribution of power between the Prov- 
inces and the Dominion, the rights of 


the Provinces are to be supreme 
against the rights of the Dominion? 

“If such be the assertion, such, I say, 
is not the doctrine of Provincial rights 
as it was taught by Mr. Blake, by Sir 
John Macdonald, or by Sir Oliver 
Mowat. Is it that in those classes of 
powers where there is concurrent jur- 
isdiction given to the Provinces and 
the Dominion, that the rights of the 
Provinces are to be supreme over the 
rights of the Dominion’? If such be 
the assertion, such, I say is not the 
doctrine of Mr. Blake and of 
Oliver Mowat. Is ic that the classes 
of power not given to the Federal Par- 
liament, the residue of power should 
pe placed under the Provinces and not 
in the Dominion? i say no. It is an 
American doctrine, but it is not the 
true doctrine of Provincial rights. 

“The true doctrine of Provincial 
rights, such as it has been taught to 
us by Mr. Biake, by Sir Oliver Mowat, 
is this: That in the matters confided 
to the ‘Provinces under the authority 
of the British North America Act, in 
all matt»rs, Isay, confided to the Prov- 
inces, the will of the Legislature, the 
will of the people is supreme; au- 
thority, and that authority is to be ex- 
ercised by the Federal power. That is 
the doctrine of Provincial rights, and 
that is the doctrine upon which I want 
to be judged upon this occasion, and 
upon all occasions.” | 

“Sir, it is a well-known fact that 
when the Provinces were united Sir 
John Macdonald was in favor of a le- 
gislative and not of a federative, union. 
Some weeks ago I read in a newspaper 
published in this city—and it was not a 
friendly article ty any means—that if 
the union had been federative and not 
legislative, this was due to the weight 
of Sir George Carter and the Proviice 
of Quebec. 

“I have only this to say, that if it 
was true, as asserted in that news- 
paper. that if the union had been made 
federative, and not legislative by the 
authority and power of Quebec, I would 
say that this is not the first occasion, 
nor the last, in which the Province of 
Quebec kad given gocd service for the 
Dominion. But, sir, proud as I am of 
my Province. I must deny that honor 
to my Province. 

“That the unior was legislative, and 
not federative, was not due te Sir 
George Cartier. bui it was due to the 
man who was the great mover and the 
great spirit in the work of confedera- 
tion, George Brown himself. He wasthe 
man when the conference met at Que- 
bec, he was the master hand whe gave 
the charter to the union, though | I 
am proud to say that in this he was 
closely followed by Sir George Cartier. 
who represented at that time the ma- 
jerity of the people of Quebec. There- 
fore, immediately afterwards, though 
Sir John Macdonald had been foiled 
in his efforts to make this a legisla- 
tive, and not a federative union, it is 
a matter of ‘history, it is a matter of 
record, it is a matter which cannot be 
disputed, that Sir John Macdonald, 
true to his convictions, true to his 
principles, attempted again and again 
to encroach in favor of the Dominion 
upon the powers vested in the Pro- 
vinces. ; 

“It is a matter of record that upon 
many, many an occasion, especially he 
attempted to take away from the Pro- 
vince of Ontario powers which, under 
}he constitution belonged to the Pro- 
vince of Ontario. It is a matter of re- 
cord also that in his effort he was met

They made aseparate article for edu- 
cation.. There. were three - exceptions, 
and there. are therefore modifications 
put upon the power of the Legislature. 
And what are these exceptions ? ‘No- 
thing in any such law’shall prejudic- 
jally affect any right or privilege with 
respect to. denominational schools 
which any class. of, people have by 
law in the Province at the union.” 
There follows another special article 
with regard. to.-Ontario and Quebec;

“There is something more. It was 
easy to say last year that we were 
coercing the new provinces. It was j 
easy to say that we were going back 
upon our convictions. But since that 
time the constitution we have given to 
the new- Provinces has been submitted 
to those Provinces. It was submit- 
ted first to the people of the Province 
of Alberta. For Alberta 25 men: had 
to be-elected;. 25--men had to become 
members of the new islature. Sir, 
of that number in the néw Legislature 
no jess.than 24 who ‘were elected are 
Liberals. There has been ‘an, efection 
since in the Province .of Saskatche- 
wan, anc there, though the fight was 
led py the leader of the party, Mr. 
Kaultein. who had been! Premter of the 
Province for several years, the people 
of the Province of Saskatchewan rati- 
fied this legislation by -returning 17 
supporters of it against efght. 


“Yet in the face of this there are 
still men in the. Province of Ontario, 
and this city of Toonto to say-that we 
had coerced. the population of the two 
new Provinces. 


“There is something. more: ‘Since 
this bill was introduced three bye- 
elections have taken place the for the 
House of Commons in. the new pro- 
vinces. One of these’ was in Alberta. 
when my new colleague, Mr. Oliver, 
went before his colleagues, for re- 
election, and though in the city of To- 
ronto, there were men. saying they 
were eager to take the first opportun- 
ity given to them toa.test the value of 
our legislation: before.the, people which 
t affected directly, not one who was 
so brave in words would‘*go and fight. 
Two more bye-elections shave taken 
place in those new..: Provinces, and in 
both the Liberal candidates were elect- 
ed by acclamation, And yet they call 
us coercionists. : 

“IT repudiate that word: I repeat that 
the word coercionist* will never ap- 
ply to me.’ 

“I have no objection to criticism and 
comparison. On the contrary, I in- 
vite all to look at my record in 1896 
and 1905 What was thé issue in 
1896. Sir, the new party of Provin- 
cial rights, the Conservative party. 
attempted to. force by their majority 
in the House of Commons upon the 
Province of Manitoba a system of 


1} schools which had been rejected by 


the Province of Manitoba... Then [If 
stood before the Conservative party, 
and I-said. “No. You may have the 
power to do what you propose to 
force upon the people of Manitoba a 
system of separate schools which they 
have rejected. You may have that 
power, but it is a power which you 
should not exercise.’ They attempted 
to force that. system upon. Manitoba. 
That was coercion. Was it coercion 
when we simply. applied the provisions 


of the British North America Act to 
the new Provinces? There is no 
comparison. 


“Again I can say that in this year, 
1905, I can appeal to my fellow-coun- 
trymen, of all races and religions, and 
can ask them to say that Iam on 
exactly the same platform as In 1896. 
But I am not here to argue the ques- 
tion of schools. Men differ upon such 
a question. I am here simply to ask 
this of the Reformers of Ontario, that 
we should carry on the work of con- 
federation. as it has been conceived.’
